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PUDSEY. 


TO  THE  CHAjRIVIAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  AND 
MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  COMMITTEES. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  lor  the  year  1941.  The  year 
has  seen  many  changes  in  the  staff,  especially  those  in  the  clerical  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  Public  Health  Department,  which  has  caused,  as  it  would, 
much  inconvenience  in  administration  and  difficulty  in  the  working  of 
this  department.  This  was  added  to  by  the  absence  of  a  Chief  Clerk, 
the  essential  component  of  an  efficient  organisation,  and  I  most  cer¬ 
tainly  direct  the  attention  of  the  Health  Committee  to  go  into  this 
matter  seriously.  Such  an  individual  must  be  conversant  with  Public 
Health  Law,  and  the  intricacies  of  Local  Government  Administration. 
Civil  Defence  activities  have  greatly  increased  the  workings  of  this 
department,  and  helped  to  clog  the  wheels  of  an  already  inelffcient  and 
almost  negative  machine. 

No  less  than  four  changes  have  been  made  in  the  clerical  staff 
since  the  departure  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Hirst,  who  was  called  up  for  military 
service,  each  of  these  changes  contributing  their  quota  to  a  confusion 
which  has  now  become  chaotic.  This  confusion  was  not  due  to  incom¬ 
petence  of  the  individuals  concerned  as  Shorthand  Typists,  but  to  the 
many  changes  that  took  place  in  so  short  time.  Mr.  D,  Knowles 
followed  Mr.  Hirst  and  left  in  November,  1940.  Miss  D.  AT  Clarke 
who  succeeded  Air.  D.  Knowles  resigned  her  temporary  position  on 
Alarch  8th,  1941,  and  was  succeeded  by  Aliss  M.  Kitchen,  whose 
appointment  was  a  permanent  one.  This  lady  resigned  on  October  i8th, 
1941,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mrs.  Brooksbank,  who  was  appointed  in 
a  temporary  capacity  only,  on  October  20th,  1941,  and  seven  days  later 
a  permanent  appointment  was  imade  when  Airs.  A.  M.  Peet  filled  the 
vacancy.  Mrs.  Peet  is  an  experienced  stenographer,  with  a  good  know¬ 
ledge  of  official  methods  and  procedure,  and  gives  every  promise  of 
making  a  good  and  efficient  Chief  Clerk,  but  the  work  is  far  too  much 
for  one  person,  and  I  must  seek  an  assistant  to  Mrs.  Peet  to  help 
stabilise  this  side  of  my  official  duties,  which  has  experienced  such  varied 
usage  in  the  past. 

In  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department,  the  changes 
there  have  been  in  the  direction  of  improvement  and  strengthening  of 
Ihis  side  of  the  Public  Health  activities  of  this  Borough.  An  additional 
Health  Visitor,  Aliss  Mather,  was  appointed  on  December  ist,  1941, 
with  the  promise  that  when  the  new^  Maternity  and  Child  AVelfare 
Centre  at  Tyersal  was  opened,  a  further  addition  to  this  department 
would  be  made  by  the  appointment  of  a  fourth  Health  Msitor,  and  so 
complete  a  much  needed  want  in  this  Borough. 

The  Midwifery  .Services  of  this  Borough  need  urgent  revision 
and  alteration.  One  must  take  into  consideration  the  raimbling  and 
scattered  nature  of  this  area  to  appreciate  the  difficulties  that  confront 
the  Midwife  on  her  rounds.  Pudsey,  almost  resembles  Rome  and  its 
seven  hills  which  have  to  be  climbed  to  accomplish  the  task  set  before 
the  patient  midwife. 
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Pudsey  proper,  having-  the  bulk  of  llie  population,  requires  the 
attention  of  two  mid  wives— the  third  has  to  endeavour  to  manag-e  the 
scattered  area  that  extends  from  Calverley  on  the  to  that  part 

of  Rodley  that  lies  on  the  Parsley  side  of  the  Canal,  on  to  Parsley 
itself,  then  over  the  Woodhall  Hills  to  d  hornbury,  including-  Dick 
Lane  on  the  South-west  up  to  d'yersal  which  is  in  the  region  of  Cutler 
Heights  near  Bradford.  Idie  impossibility  of  this  task  need  not  be 
seen  tO'  be  realised  when  it  is  understood  that  this  part  forms  more 
than  half  of  this  Boroug'h.  Yet  this  state  of  things  exists  and  the 
difficulty  only  being  overcome  by  the  fact  that  Nurse  Jones  who  attend¬ 
ed  to  this  area  possessed  a  car,  and,  even  while  so  fortunately  placed, 
realised  the  difficulty  and  enormity  of  her  duties.  Since  her  resignation, 
the  Midwife  appointed  has  found  the  situation  untenable. 
1  pointed  out  to  you  the  necessity  of  a  fourth  midwife  soon 
after  mv  appointment  here,  as  on  taking  a  survey  of  the  Borough,  I 
immediatelv  realised  the  difficulties  -which  confronted  the  Midwives 
generally,  and  how  this  w'ould  be  further  complicated  during  holiday 
times.  I  also  saw  that  other  matters  of  a  serious  nature  were  likely 
to  arise  if  this  state  of  things  were  allowed  to  continue  and  that  it  was 
mv  duty  to  acquaint  you  as  the  Local  Authority  of  my  findings  and 
fears,  which  I  did.  Purther,  I  endeavoured  to  incorporate  the  services 
of  the  County  Authority  in  this  scheme  of  re-organisation ;  so  far  I 
regret  to  say  with  but  little  success,  the  County  Council  only  agreeing' 
to  help  us  out  whenever  the  occasion  arose  for  such  help  and  assistance, 
an  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs,  but  certainly  a  step  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  hope  for  a  better  future,  but  nO'  immediate  easing'  of  a  situation 
that  needs  urgent  treatment  to  effect  a  cure. 

In  face  of  the  improvements  that  are  so  much  needed  and  the 
inconveniences  that  have  to  be  eontended  with  for  lack  of  them,  rhe 
wmrk  of  the  department  has  proceeded  without  much  interruption,  but 
with  difficulty,  and  the  various  clinics  have  shown  an  upward 
tendency  in  the  number  of  those  desiring  tO'  take  advantage  of  them. 
Mothers  have  been  increasingly  willing  to^  have  their  children  immun¬ 
ised  against  Diphtheria  and  to  follow  clinic  advice  and  instruction,  all 
of  Avhich  was  only  possible  by  the  co-operation  of  the  vmrious  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Staff,  and  I  have  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
their  valued  help  in  this  my  first  report,  also  the  help  T  have  received 
from  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  of  this  Borough.

2.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

'Fhe  number  of  cases  dealt  with  during*  1941  is  as  follows: — ■

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For  the  removal  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  to  the  Isolation 
n  ospital,  a  special  Ambulance  is  available  from  Bradford  City  Health 
Department  throug-h  Calverley  Joint  Hospital. 

In  September,  1941,  the  Ambulance  Service  was  placed  under 
the  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Previously  it  was  under 
the  control  of  the  Fire  Brigfade  Superintendent. 


3.  HOSPITAL  ARRANGEMENTS. 

Fhe  Council  accept  responsibility  for  the  payment  of  the  cost 
of  treatment  at  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  in  cases  where,  after  examin¬ 
ation  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  con¬ 
siders  that  their  confinement  might  be  abnormal,  or  in  cases  sent  to 
Hospital  as  an  emerg'ency  by  general  practitioners.  The  cost  is  re¬ 
covered  from  the  patient  according  to  the  Council’s  scale  of  income. 


4.  MIDWIFERY  SERIVCE. 

Fhree  full-time  County  Council  Midwives  and  one  District  Nurse 
Midwife  are  resident  in  the  Borough. 

Fhe  Midwives  are  available  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  either  Mid¬ 
wife  or  .Maternity  Nurse  as  required. 

5.  HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Fhree  full-time  and  one  part-time  Health  Visitors  are  employcfl 
by  the  Borough  Council.  During  the  year  4,77^  home  visits  were 
made  to  infants  and  pre-school  children,  details  of  which  follow:  —

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6.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

'Fhis  is  carried  out  by  the  Pudsey  District  Nurse  Association 
and  the  Stanningley  and  Parsley  District  Nursing  Association.  The 
District  Nurses  do  not  undertake  the  nursing  of  cases  of  infectious 
diseases,  ddie  Parsley  Nurse  also  undertakes  attendance  at  maternity 
cases  as  either  Midwife  or  Maternity  Nurse. 
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7.  CLSMIC  ARRAi^GEfVIEMTS.  INFANT  WELFARE. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  weekly  at  St.  Lawrence  House,. 
Pudsey,  Pack  Lane  Methodist  School,  Parsley,  and  Chapel  Street 
Clinic,  Calverley.  Prior  to  1941  two  Infant  Well  are  Clinics  were  held 
weekly  at  Pudsey. 

I'he  IMedical  OFlicer  of  Health  attends  personally  at  all  the 
Clinics.  Defects  found,  if  of  a  minor  character,  are  treated  at  the 
Clinics,  otherwise  the  parent  is  referred  to  the  family  doctor  for  further 
attention.

8.  ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLJNICS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  weekly  Ante-Natal  and  Post- 
Natal  Clinics  at  Pudsey  and  Calverley.  Expectant  mothers  are  en¬ 
couraged  to  attend  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  once  per  month  up  to  the 
eighth  'month  and  then  weekly  until  delivery.  Cases  showing  any 
abnormality  arc  referred  tO'  the  consultant  obstetricians  at  Leeds 
Maternity  Hospital. 

All  mothers  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  and  others  who 
attend  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  for  the  first  time  within  six  weeks  of 
delivery  are  advised  to  attend  the  Post-Natal  Clinic. 

216  wonren  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  during*  the  year,  and 
20  attended  the  Post-Natal  Clinics. 

9.  DENTAL  TREATMEHT  FOR  EXPECTANT  IViOTHERS. 

Facilities  are  available  whereby  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
can  obtain  financial  assistance  towards  the  cost  of  dental  treatment 
by  their  own  dentist,  the  amount  of  assistance  allowed  being  decided 
accordinp-  to  a  scale  based  on  family  income.

10.  ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  has  been  established  at  St.  Lawrence 
House,  and  Miss  N.  F.  Harrison,  C.S.M.M.G.,  has  been  appointed 
Masseuse,  and  w  ill  take  up  her  duties  on  January  ist,  1942.  We  have 
also  been  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr.  F.  Mk  Govder, 
the  -well-known  Orthopaedic  Specialist,  who  will  act  as  Orthopaedic 
Surgeon. 

11.  DIPHTHERIA  HVI SVI  UN  ISATION. 

The  same  arrangements  hold  good  for  the  immunisation  of  child¬ 
ren  against  Diphtheria  as  reported  in  the  1940  Report. 

12.  COVERNliENT  ISSUE  OF  FRUIT  JUICE  TO  CHILDREN. 

In  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2520,  arrange- 
iments  w-ere  made  in  December,  1941,  for  the  distribution  of  Fruit 
Juices  and  Cod  Liver  Oil  to  children  under  two  years  of  age,  at  the 
various  Infant  AVelfare  Clinics  in  the  Borough.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Basil  H.  Noble,  Borough  Surveyor,  for 
the  tTllowing  report  regarding  Sewage  Disposal  in  the  borough. 

I.  dhe  sewag'e  is  dealt  with  in  four  portions: 

(a)  Houghside  Sewage  Works  serves  approximately  13,000  people 
and  consists  of  detritus  tank,  precipitation  tanks,  storm  tank, 
percolating'  filters,  humus  tanks  and  land  treatment.  Milk  01 
lime  is  used  as  a  precipitant  and  sludge  is  disposed  ol  on  dry¬ 
ing-  beds. 

[hj  Simalewell  Sewage  Works  serves  approximately  4,000  people 
and  consists  of  precipitation,  storm  water  and  humus  lanks 
with  filtration  by  precolating  and  land  filters.  Sludge  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  on  drying  beds  and  aluminoferric  is  used  as  a  pre¬ 
cipitant. 

(c)  Sewage  from  Farsley,  7,000  people,  and 

(d)  Calverley,  3,000  people,  is  treated  at  the  Rodley  Works  of 
the  Leeds  Corporation.

Compasition  of  Sewage. 

Mainly  domestic  in  origin  and  contains  approximately  50%  trade 
waste  at  Houghside  Works,  and  20%  trade  waste  at  Smalewell  Works. 


Strength  of  Sewage. 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  absorbs  more  than  15  parts 
per  100,000  of  ox3'gen  from  acid  KMn04  in  four  hours  and  is,  there¬ 
fore,  classed  as  very  strong.  At  Smalewell  W'Trks  the  sewage  is  bor¬ 
dering  on  strong  (O2  obsorption  =  9/100,000). 

Character  of  Sewage. 

d'he  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  is  a  very  difficult  one  from  a 
treatment  point  of  view  in  so  far  as  it  is  highh'  colloidal,  a  feature  which 
renders  essential  the  use  of  precipitants,  but  which  at  the  same  time 
restricts  the  choice  of  precipitant  which  will  achieve  satisfactory  results. 
'Idle  main  trade  wmstes  which  give  the  sewage  this  undesirable  feature 
are  discharp-es  from  woollen  mills,  tanneries,  and  grease  wmrks.  The 
sewage  at  Smalewell  Works  responds  fairlv  readil}^  to  normal  treat¬ 
ment.  Difficulty  with  irregular  trade  waste  flushes  is  experienced. 

Proposed  Improvements. 

d'he  proposals  outlined  in  the  report  of  last  year  were  examined 
at  a  Ministry  of  Health  Inquiry  in  February,  1939,  and,  but  for  the 
intervention  of  the  war,  work  upon  them  would  have  now  been  in 
progress.

rhe  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  obtained  iroin  the  Cily  of 
Bradford  W'ater works  Departiment. 


The  water  is  received  into  the  town’s  mains  in  a  pure  and  whole¬ 
some  state,  and  receives  no  further  treatment  in  the  borough.  Covered 
service  reservoirs  are  provided  at  Pudsey  and  Calverley.

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  8,827  dustbins,  288  ashpits,  126 
privies  and  pailclosets,  and  24  cesspools  in  the  Borough. 

'The  tleet  of  vehicles  comprises  1  Fordson  2-tonner,  and  3 
Karrier  30-cwt.  wagons,  together  with  a  hired  horse  and  cart  wliich 
was  discontinued  on  31st  December,  1941.  i  he  staff  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  consists  of  1  general  foreman,  4  gang  foremen,  4  drivers,  9  dust¬ 
men,  and  4  tip  and  salvage  men. 

During  the  year  260,724  dustbins,  1,819  ashpits,  and  i)435 
privies  or  pailclosets  were  emptied  at  an  estimated  total  cost  of 
'Tipping  was  carried  out  at  the  original  Calverley  tip^  at  Rodley,  at  the 
reopened  Tyersal  tip  and  at  a  new  site  at  the  Tfoughside  sewage  works.

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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

An  effort  ^vas  made  to  abolish  all  the  ashpits  in  the  Borough. 
Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  earlier  months  of  the  year, 
although  statutory  action  was  required  in  most  of  the  eases  and  in 
many  cases  dustbins  had  to  be  supplied  in  default.  Restrictions  in 
supplies  of  dustbins  have  enforced  the  temporary  suspension  of  this 
policy  although  action  is  still  being  taken  when  ashpits  are  found  in 
bad  repair. 

Many  visits  and  inspections  have  been  made  in  respect  to  nuis¬ 
ances  and  various  minor  defects  at  dwelling-houses.  Although  a  lot 
of  work  has  been  done  during  the  year  it  has  only  been  done  after  con¬ 
siderable  delay  in  many  cases  owing  to  the  restriction  of  materials  and 
the  shortage  of  labour  available  for  this  type  of  work. 

Factories. 

Factories  have  been  inspected  as  often  as  time  permitted  both 
for  the  provisions  as  to  health  and  for  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire, 
as  follows  : —

There  ^\'as  no  cause  for  action  in  regard  to  health  provisions  at 
any  of  the  factories  inspected,  8  factories  were  issued  with  certificates 
of  sufficiency  of  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  (not  previously  having 
been  inspected  under  these  provisions)  and  there  are  still  9  factories 
which  have  not  been  issued  with  certificates  under  the  1937  Act  and 
which  are  known  to  require  such  certificates. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

Again,  no  action  was  taken  under  either  the  Shops  Act,  1934, 
Section  10,  or  under  the  Public  Flealth  Act,  1936. 

Camping  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings. 

One  site  was  licensed  for  camping  purposes  and  one  for  a  cara¬ 
van  during  1941.  Caravans  which  took  up  a  site  at  Calverlev  Bridge 
were  refused  licences  and  have  since  been  moved  out  of  the  Iforough. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

The  suspension  of  routine  housing  inspection  must  be  regarded 
as  the  cause  of  the  drop  in  figures  of  houses  found  to  be  infested,  as 
tenants  of  such  houses  are  loth  to  disclose  the  fact.  However,  as  a 
result  of  inspections  \\hen  tenants  of  old  houses  were  recommended 
for  casual  vacancies  in  Council  houses,  the  following  were  found  to  be

By  arrangement  with  the  Food  Executive  Olficer, 
the  Department  was  notified  of  all  permits  granted  and  all  the  pigs 
were  inspected  and  a  number  of  diseased  portions  were  surrendered 
for  destruction. 

Much  extra  work  was  entailed  in  the  inspection  of  unsound 
tinned  food,  eggs,  oranges,  etc.  for  traders  in  the  Borough  wdiich  in 
normal  times  w’ould  have  been  returned  to  the  wholesaler  or  destroyed 
and  credit  obtained  without  the  confirmation  of  the  sanitary  inspec¬ 
tors. 

An  effort  was  made  to  secure  the  registration  of  food  premises 
under  Section  14,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938.  There  are  now-  ::;7 
premises  on  the  register,  all  the  occupiers  being  provided  with  a  cer¬ 
tificate  which  also  outlines  the  proAisions  of  Section  13  and  14  of  the

1  o  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Pudseyy 
Sir, 

1  have  pleasure  in  submitting-  my  report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1941. 

During^  the  period  under  review  the  war  has  been  responsible 
for  the  placing  of  many  additional  duties  on  the  shoulders  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  stall.  This  has  proved  a  heavy  burden  to  an  already  depleted  staff 
and  has  resulted  in  less  attention  being  given  to  the  more  routine 
matters. 

Nevertheless,  every  effort  has  been  made  to  exercise  rigorous 
control  over  all  matters  affecting  Public  Health  by  systematic  obser\a- 
lions  and  inspections. 

do  the  Chairman  (Councillor  D.  V.  Hodgson,  J.P.),  the  Deputy 
Chairman  (Councillor  J.  T.  Pickard),  and  all  members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  1  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  for  their 
support  and  co-operation  during-  these  difficult  times. 

Sanitary  Department. 

Due  to  the  extensive  office  reorganisation  which  took  place  in 
1940,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  been  able  to  devote  the  majority  of 
their  attention  to  practical  matters. 

1  would  remind  you  of  the  absence  of  one  inspector  in  H.M. 
Forces. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing-  speedy  abatement  or 
nuisances  due  to  the  fact  that  local  firms  and  contractors  are  severely 
handicapped  with  labour  shortage  and  also  shortage  of  materials  ;  and 
a  good  deal  of  tolerance  has  had  to  be  exercised  by  the  inspectorial  staff  . 

Salvage  Scheme. 

During  the  year,  great  strides  were  made  in  the  collection  of 
salvage.  With  the  valuable  help  of  the  local  and  national  press  the 
general  public  were  made  “salvage  conscious”  and  housewives  in  the 
Borough  quickly  responded  to  appeals  to  keep  salvage  entirely  separate 
from  other  refuse. 

In  addition,  several  “drives”  were  held  to  further  the  war  effort 
and  thanks  are  due  to  the  Joint  Working  Committees  of  the  W'omen’s 
Organisations  of  the  Borough,  the  staffs  of  the  local  schools  and  the 
school  children  for  their  -willing  assistance  and  enthusiasm. 

Salvage  is  one  of  the  lifelines  of  this  Country  and  in  view  of  the 
many  problems  of  transport  and  labour  met  with  by  the  department 
and  which  are  likely  to  be  increased  in  the  future,  it  is  probable  that 
most  of  the  future  efforts  of  the  department  will  be  concentrated  on 
salvage  collection  and  sorting  with  a  consequent  less  frequent  collec¬ 
tion  of  refuse*. 

In  this  period,  approximately  194  tons  of  paper,  15  tons  of  light 
iron  and  steel,  100  tons  of  tins,  ii  tons  of  glass,  6  tons  of  kitchen 
waste,  4  tons  of  rags,  3  tons  of  bones  and  7  cwts.  of  non-ferrous  metals 
were  collected  and  disposed  of  bv  the  department. 
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'This  broiig'hl  in  a  revenue  of  ,094-1 8-7  and  ihe  extra  cost  of 
special  salvage  collection  was  £661-6-2. 

I  think  that  these  figaires  clearly  prove  that  salvage  collection, 
m  addition  to  being  a  vital  part  of  the  war  effort,  can  also  be  a  means 
of  assisting*  local  finances. 

Refuse  Collection  Service. 

Transport  problems  have  been  considerably  eased  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  two  Karricr  “Bantam”  vehicles,  but  labour  difficulties  have  in¬ 
creased  mainly  due  to  the  calling-up  of  men  into  the  armed  forces. 

In  order  to  reduce  petrol  consumption  to  a  minimum  controlled 
tipping  was  commenced  on  a  site  at  Houghside  Se^^■age  Works  and 
tipping  was  recommenced  at  Tyersal. 

Wartime  Duties. 

ddie  department  has  been  entrusted  with  manv  additional  duties 
as  a  result  of  the  war  including:  — 

O 

(a)  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  of  Public  Air  Raid  Shelters. 

Regular  cleansing  and  disinfection  has  been  maintained 
and  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  made  frequent  visits  of  in¬ 
spection-. 

(b)  Treatment  and  Disposal  of  Gas  Contaminated  Foodstuffs. 

'fhe  joint  treatment  site  for  Pudsev  and  Horsforth  was 
approved  during  the  year.  Special  facilities  are  being  provided 
for  speedy  treatment  and  volunteers  from  the  food  trades  have 
been  trained  in  the  work. 

(c)  Decontamination  of  Roads,  &c.  after  attack  by  Poison  Gas. 

A  great  deal  of  work  and  effort  has  been  put  in  to  make 
this  Service  efficient.  Regular  meetings  of  members  were  held 
at  New  Street  Cleansing  Station  and  instruction  and  practical 
training  carried  out. 

(d)  Requisition  of  Railings. 

The  initial  survey  under  the  Defence  Regulations  was 
supervised  by  the  department,  which  is  also  responsible  for  the 
handling  of  appeals,  compensation  claims,  &c. 

Finally,  I  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my  thanks  to  Dr. 
Settle  and  vourself  for  enthusiasm  shown  in  all  Public  Health  matters, 
and  to  the  staff  of  m}*  department  for  their  loyal  assistance.

Chem'tcai  Analysis  of  IVlilk. 

19  samples  were  taken  in  the  Borough  during  the  ycai  by  tra. 
Sanitary  Inspecaors,  apart  from  those  taken  by  the  County  Sampling 
Officers.  One  of  the  samples  was  classified  as  adulterated,  and  the 
ensuing  prosecution  resulted  in  a  fine  of  ^lo  and  costs  being  inflicted 
on  the  vendor. 


Water  Supply. 

Samples  were  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the  public  mains 
supply  and  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination.  Of  the  16  samples 
taken,  10  proved  satisfactory,  3  doubtful  and  3  unsatislactory .  in  rhe 
case  of  the  doubtful  and  unsatisfactory  samples  the  tap  washers  were 
renewed  and  second  samples  proved  satisfactory  in  every  case. 


Samples  were  also  taken  from  a  spring  and  a  stream  supply  to 
temporary  buildings  used  for  dwelling  purposes  in  Happ\  \  allc} . 
Ik^th  supplies  proved  satisfactory. 

I'he  pump  supplies  to  Rodley  Fold  were  also  satisfactory.
